The 
dommeatic commiasion, since the last 
general convention, have fallen short 
in their returns of the standard at- 
tained in the triennium prèvious of 
$120;004. The foieien, on thé con- 
trary, advanced $148,000 beyond any 
eailier figures. The board thankfully 
acknowl^ges the eflSciency of the 
Mexican league and the assistance of 
Mexican auxiliaries.
